i )eaih of a Freuch Duke. 

Pakis, September 20. 

There died in Paris last week a young 
man of high lineage, aud, notwithstanding 
many years of riotous living, considerable 
fortune, the Duke de Gramout C'aderoupe. 
He was the very prince and lypo of those 
remnants of an effete aristocracy, who, still 
proud of titles M'hich signify nothing, and 
rich enough to think of no career but one of 
sell-it.dulgence, are called La jeunrsxe 
dorm. The best thing that his friends can 
ssy of him, uow that he is gone, is that he 
was nobody 's ciieniy but his own. He died 
at liieago of tfcifty, his constitution, natu- 
rally u good one, having been broken down 
by excesses of every kind. He was a tall, 
fair, handsome man, with blue eyes and 
light brown hair. 1 remember seeing him 
tried at Versailles three years ago for kill- 
ing in a duel Mr. Dillou, the sporting cor- 
n -; > indent of Dell's Life in London. He 
conducted him— If TOFJ decently on that 
occasion. He did not, as souiepeole thought 
he ought to have done, show any remorse 
orrepentince for having taken Dillon's 
life. That would htivo been insonsistent 
with the hue which he took as a prolessed 
duelist on proper occasion. What he did 
he toH the Judge he would have ileliijerate- 
ly done again, and it would have teen 
weakness to shrink from the consequences. 
Poor Dilion was terribly ill-advised on the 
occasion by an old soldier, Colonel Viscount 
do Noe (who curious to relate, died only a 
week beioic t aderoupc), aud who might 
bam prevented tiie meeting had ho acted 
with only commt.u discretion, instead of 
like a Sir Lucius O'Trigger. Caderoupe 
was Boqaltted with Hying colors, and no- 
body ever thought the worse of him on ac- 
count of this ailair. He has been for many 
years, on account of his extravagance, un- 
der what the French law terms an "inter- 
dict;"' that is, although not adjudged to be 
oi unsound mind, he is considered a pro- 
. .itttit to have the management of his 
own fortune. 

Every year he has been in the habit of 
moving the courts to remove this interdict, 
and on one occasion Ue succeed- d. But the 
court of appeal reversed the removal on the 
ground th.u the evidence of his amendment 
of life was not sullicient. I have heard that 
while he was on his death bed the interdict 
•m.-v tiinlly removed, but have seen no re- 
jx>rt of thj judgment in the legal journals. 
There are various reports about his having 
made numerous wills, and nobody seems to 
know wnich was the last one, nor whether 
any of them are valid. All accounts agree 
that he has a; tempted to leave something to 
Mdlle. Schneider, the actress. His rosidaa- 
ry legatee is sometimes slated to be his 
friend, the Marquis de Galefl'er, and OMBO> 
■ ids physician, who, however, hi' vir- 
tue of an aiBOlO in tiie Code Napoleon, will 
probably be ineligible to receive the legacy. 
The Dutchess de Persignv was one of the 
Luke's most intimate friends, but i do not 
hear that he has left her anything. It is 
probable that the ready cash, when all his 
ioU I are paid, will not be much. Besides 
tin- grand fortune he has dissipated, he had 
another larger one in expectancy. His eider 
brother, who many years was believed to 
bo, e.ud no doubt was drowned on a voyage 
boat Soutii America to France, has never 
beeu legally proved to b'> dead, and, as the 
French law requires a lapse of thirty years 
lo found a legal presumption of deal h in the 
tbOMMM ofevidei.ee, the property is ac- 
cumulating all that time.

The Cabeas Corpus Still Suspended. 

Notwithstanding t?>e declarations of j»ar- 
ties who imagine that they are co mp e te nt 
t) judge of the condition of public affairs, 
that the rebellion is over, the highest au- 
thoiity in Lho ountiy hesitate to pronouuee 
IS bodly/ la GtTOr of the assumption. Tiie 
President of the United States, who is en- 
abled by his position, and by the possession 
of information which cannot reacli tke pub- 
lic, to Jadge ntost aoBorately in relatiou to 
this matter, hesitates to declare that the re- 
bellion is ended. Whilst he ?s acting ac- 
cording'o his plan of restoration, and doing 
everything poaribla to hasten the time when 
he can proclaim that trouble no lonce.- ex- 
ists, he will not rashly presume to go be- 
fore the lime. His proclamation in relation 
to Kentucky, it will be observed, refers lo 
Ihe fact thai by the proclamation of July 
faVj MM, Um writ of habea* corpus was sus- 
pended, and martial law declared in that 
State. 

And v. hat does the President now do? 
Does he remove both disabilities, as he 
might, do, if the rebellion was totally sub- 
dud? No. He merely declares that martial 
law shall be no longer in force. The habeas 
■traaui ami remains suspended in Ken- 
tucky, and, indeed, it remains suspended 
in all other States, no proclamation ever 
having been made declaring that tho *us- 
jtension of the writ has been withdrawn. 
J us- it j Thompson, of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, undertook some months 
ago to decide that the war was over, and 
that tho writ of huba* corpus could be no 
longer suspended. But Audrew Johuson 
decides that the rebellion is not subdued, 
and there can be little doubt but that he 
will hold that opinion until ail the States 
are restored to the Union by the adoption 
of the new Constitutions, republican in 
form, which recognize the necessities of the 
war, and undertake to act up to them.— 
Philadelphi a Inquire s

An Anecdote of Mr. ■ la Bala Bai Kind- 
ness to Hebehs. 
In his speech, at the merchant's banquet 
to the Odd Fellows, in Baltimore, Mr. John 
W. Garrett, President off the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, related the following inci- 
dent : 

By his request I accompanied President 
Lincoln, immediately after tha battle of 
Autietam, to the scene of that sanguinary 
conflict. After passing over the Baltimore 
aud Ohio road from Washington to Harper's 
Ferry, I continued with him, by his d. sin , 
during the memorable period he spent with 
the others and soldiers of the Federul army, 
and among the hospitals and the wounded 
upou that bloody field. 

As in accord wilh the spirit of your frater- 
nity, I will mention a scene which occured 
in one of those hospitals which bedewed 
many eyes. The President examined, kind- 
ly and tenderly, into the condition aud care 
of the Federal wounded. Ho also pass,.,] 
through the hosphals where were placed the 
Confederate wounded. Many of these hos- 
pitals, in view of the largo number of the 
wounded, were improvised from the barns 
upon and in vicinity of the field of battle. 
Paaalaa through one of these, the middle 
apeofl of an extensive Switzer barn, where a 
largo aombor of Confederate wounded laj-, 
the President stopped about the center of 
tbe apartment, opposite a youth of striking 
appOOmOQOi probably eighteen or twenty 
years of age. He was looking very feeble 
aud pallid. He held three straw's in his 
hand, and was feebly moving them to keep 
the insects from his nu 

The President asked if he had received 
all necessary attentiou. He replied thai he 
had— that his ri ght leg had | been amputa- 
ted. The President responded: "I trust 
you will get well." The youth— great tears 
rolling from his eyes— said: "No, I am 
sinking; I shall dio." The President leaned 
tenderly over him and said: "Will you 
shake hands with me?" I remarked: "This 
is President Lincoln.'' He attempted to 
raiso his hand, and gave it to the President. 
The PloriJoal a-lced him: "Where are you 
from?" "From Georgia." Again the Pres- 
ident expressed the hope, still holding his 
hand, that ho would recover. "No," said 
the youth, "I shall never see my mother 
again — I shall die." 

The President still held hU hand, and 
fervently ejaculated, while he wept, and his 
tears mingled with those of the sulTeror, 
"May God bless you, and restore you to 
your mother aud your home." Amid all 
the sad scenes ol that field of carnage, 
coming forth from that sanctified spot, I 
said: "Mr. President, such kindnes- ail] 
make missionaries of good will of tho sol- 
diers who return South to their bonu s. " 
TbO President then expressed his wishes 
generally to those accompanying him, lhat 
all tho wounded and all the sufferers should 
be kindly treated, and in the course of con- 
versation thereafter, expressed sanguine 
hopes that at an early <lay, instead of such 
scenes of suffering, scenes of coucoid aud 
good feeling and a restored Union, would 
be speedily realized.

colors— "came to grief" twice in one day. 
The President's speech to the colored 
troops, in which he recognizes their •'man- 
hood," and tells them that the "standard" 
by which they will be regarded will be in 
accordance with their intelligence, indus- 
try, aud virtue, was followed by Union vic- 
tories in Pennsylvania and New Jersej'.— 
N. Y. Times.

Anybodj' with half an eye should be able 
|0 discern the purposes of the stealthy cop- 
perhead element iu its importunate appeals 
to what it miscalls Christian charity and 
!• :^i\ eness. They are Bitnply a solid and 
productive alliance with the old secession 
leaders. Under the sanctimonious gui.se of 
leniencj- and go. d-will to men whose des- 
perate crimes have miscarried aud brought 
the perpetrators into limbo and misfortune, 
these tricksters are playing as sordid and 
reckless a political game as ever demagogue 
conceived. We speak here more particu- 
larly of those who have been for some time 
assuming the title of conservative Union- 
ists, aud the altitude of apparent opposition 
to the more bold and manly Democracy. 
The latter faction is not to be characteriz-d 
as "stealthy,"' whatever other opprobious 
adjective ina\' properly attach to it. Its 
light — such as it is— has not been hidden 
under a bushel. Its contumacy and ma- 
lignant opposition to the Government have 
been but too visible and obtrusive. But the 
other half, the more supple, pliable and 
l»ersuasive part of the opposition, whose 
kindness is so gushing, whose conservatism 
and prudence wear such au aspect of grave 
entreaty, and meekly gentle admonition, 
(except, indeed, whenever its attention is 
directed to the radicals, its capacity for un- 
restrained wrath and unscrupulous denun- 
ciation is sufficiently manifested then;, this 
political formation is pre-eminently cat-like 
in s>ll its traits. 

It very carefully avoided early iu the 
season any avowal of the doctrine that trea- 
son should not be punished, and that lead- 
ing traitors should be restored to polit- 
ical power.

S(joii alter, he Mas missed at the fort, and 
sn officer and squad sent down to search 
the vessel. On the very bottom of the ves- 
sel lay a pi a form resting on two cross- 
beam- ; the officer thru-t his sword under 
one side, and the ensured soldier thrust a 
bayom t under the other.

: • Mr-ll i six \ears imprisonment and 
hard labor in the Tortugas. The vessel 
then sailed witboul Mudd or Kelly, and 
were forwarded to Washington

l^piscopal Couveatlou. 

riiiLADKLrniA, Oct. 17.— The General 
Ccn\ i ut ion of the Episcopal Church reas- 
sembled at noon to-day. The order of the 
day, Missionary Bishops, was suspended, 
in order to take up the proposed Canon, re- 
lative to the dismission of clergymen from 
the Parishes, and the proposed amendment 
provided if a clergyman leaves his I'ari-h 
without ecclesiastiral permission, he shall 
forfeit his seat in the Convention, but the 
vestry shall still be represented, and if a 
vestry dismiss a clergyman without the 
proper authority the vestry shall loose his 
seat and the clergyman retain his. The 
amendment was adopted. 

The order of the dav whs then taken up. 

Tbe oltject of the amendment, as belore 
th>- House, is to give foreign missionary 
Bishops some privileges now enjoyed by 
domestic missionary Bishops, in having a 
seat in ihe House of Bishops, and in being 
eligible as Dioeesian Bishops, by a vote of 
a majority of tbe House of Bishops and the 
standing c«.mmitteea. 

Aiit r the tli -i Dssion the amendment was 
adopted. The Committee on Prayer Books 
was instructed to report whether the sen- 
t 'i!ff in tlie prayer book at the end of tbe 
Gloria Patria is a rubric; of the prayer book 
aud binding upon the clergy. 

N. V. Berry cllered the following resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved, That the address of sympathy 
from the Synod of the Canadian Church 
lately sent to this Convention by the House 
of Bi -boos, with the expression of their great 
satisfHCtiosi, and which wasconcurred in by 
this House, did most reasonably and truly 
express t lie trust that as the original cause 
of seperation between different portions of 
our church had now ceased to operate, the 
feelings of brotherly love and zeal in sup- 
port oi some principles which formerly uni- 
ted all members of our church in on© body, 
would lea-sert their claim and triumph 
over I Mil fill causes which had kept us 
apart. 

Resolved, That rejoicing as we do cordi- 
ally iu the future prospect of an entire 
union among all parties of our church we 
deem it our duty to render our thanks to 
the Divine Head of the church for the re- 
in ival of that great occasion of national 
dissei.tion referred to by our Canadian fel- 
low i hurithmen, to which, we feel with them, 
that our late troubles were due. 

Resolved. That in the judgment of this 
house it is the duty of u bodv of Christian 
men whicli has offered its devout and earn- 
est prayers to Almight3* (iod for a great 
national blessing to render its thanksgiving 
to Him when that blessing has been gra- 
ciously granted. 

Resolve d, That home having by solemn 
resolution, adopted at its session in Octoher, 
1-i.i, pledged to the National Government 
its devotion, and prayers that its efforts 
might be so guided with wisdom and re- 
plenished with strength Unit they be 
crowned with sjieedy success in the efforts 
for ihe iv-establishmeut of the national 
author , over our country, aud widen have 
now been crowned with success, it becomes 
our duty to tender our thanks to Him to 
whom that su' t-ess is due. 

Dr. Vinton, of New York, seconded the 
resolutions. 

JuuVe Chambers ohjeeied, saying the 
question of reception had precedence. 

Dr. Vinton appealed from the decision of 
tbe Chair. 

Dr. Hodge moved tho decision of the Chair 
be sustained. 

The Pennsylvania delegation called for 
ayes and nay-t. 

On motion of Dr. Hodges, Governor Fish 
explained that the Chair wan in error in its 
parliamentary ruling. It is the inherent 
right of a member to offer a resolution, 
and, if seconded, the resolution is in pos- 
session of the House. 

Dr. Meade— I am sorry to vote against 
the decision of the Chair, but the rule is 
very clear. We have perfect control of any 
resolution offered to this House. 

The discussion was continued at length, 
upon . ppeal from the decision of the Chair. 

Alter a lengthy discussion, the chair de- 
cided that there was no motion before the 
House. 

Dr. Vinton adverted to the resolution, 
and was interrupted by Dr. H'gbee, of New 
York, who said that noble letter from Can- 
ada has not meddled with our affairs.

Cotton Growers— Naval aud Military As*/, 
lum— lOmigratlou to Mexico. 

New York, October 16.— The Times spec- 
ial says the Commissioner of Agriculture 
has issueel a circular to the Assistant Ases- 
sors requesting the name of every individ- 
ual or lit in engaged iu the manufacture of 
cotton In its various branches, in order tliat 
circulars may be issued to such manufacto- 
ries, v. iih reference to an accurate and full 
aOCOUnl of the amount of cotton used by 
them, the object being to encourage farm- 
ers to increase the culture of cotton In the 
Southern States as a matter of high im- 
portance to the individual interests of the 
country. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to secure 
a quorum meeting of the corporation of the 
National Military and Naval Asvlum, 
which takes i.lace at Smithsonian Institute 
on Wednesday the 18th inst. 

Assurances have beeu given such as to 
encourage emigration to Mexico. 

It is said Mexico is open ta emigration 
from all nations. Agents of emigration 
will bo appointed who will be paid by the 
State, aud whoso duty it will be to promote 
the coming of emigrants, aud put them in 
possession of lands assigned them, and fa- 
cilitate their .settlements on them by every 
possible means. The agents will "receive 
orders from an Imperial Commissioner of 
Emigration, and to whom all communica- 
tions relative to emigration will be ad- 
dressed. To each emigrant will bo issued 
an authentic title of land and property in 
commentable aud certificate that said 
property is free. 

Emigrants will be exempted from milita- 
ry services during five years, notwithstand- 
ing they will be formed into fixed military 
companies for the protection of their prop- 
erty. Any mortgage on this property Will 
be exempt from taxation for the hrst year, 
as well as from payment of duty on trans- 
fer of possesion, but only on first sale. 
Emigrants can bo naturalized as soon as 
they are settled as colonists. Emigrants 
who desire to bring them with or Introduce 
laborers in considerable numbers, are au- 
thorized to do it. The-se laborers will be 
entitled to special protection. Houshold 
goods of emigrants, their animals for labor 
and for slock, seeds, e^c, machines and im- 
plements of industry will enter free of cus- 
tom. 

Liberty in the exercise of their forms of 
worship is assured to emigrants, in con- 
I'orniitv with the organic statute of the Em- 
pire. 

In a decree regulating labor, the Emperor 
says, agreeably to the laws of the Empire, 
all men of color are free, by tho simp! act 
of setting their feet on Mexican territory. 
The system is arranged similar to the Coolie 
system In Cuba aud elsewhere, and evi- 
dently designed to encourage the importa- 
tion of Coolies. 

Laborers are bound to their employers 
for a term of years, and banks tire estab- 
lished where theii -earnings can be deposit- 
ed, in the district of Condo, or where there 
are some of the first lands of the country. 

The Government has taken possession of 
100 haciendas embracing a great number of 
acres for purposes of colonization. These 
estates' were mortgaged to the clergy for 
more than their present value. The clergy's 
rijht iu them have beeu cont;sca ed to the 
State, and the Government throws open the 
land to colonists paying the just claims of 
others than the clergy. Portions of this 
land belongs to Santa Anna, but since his 
proclamation it is very doubtful if 1:j gete 
much for his claim

Philadelphia, Oct. 17.— At the Fenian 
Congress to-day reports from the Commit- 
tees on Credentials, Permanent Organiza- 
tion, and Rules ami Regulations were re- 
ceived.

The Hard Times, Capt. Brown, from these 
waters, has ventured ou a trip, by sea, to 
Savannah, Ga. She went out from New 
Orleans, und b:. 1 hard und rough times, 
and was very near being wrecked to pieces 
t>y tiie waves. At the last accounts she was 
in tbe narbor at Pensacola, Florida. 

The Indiana, Capt. Neai, will he due in a 
few days from New Orleans. Owing to the ' 
extreme low water in the Ohio river, she 
will probably turn back from Cairo. 

Tbe Shreveport arrived at New Orleans 
Sunday, the 8th, from Mobile, and would 
go into the Red river trade; tne Wm. Buhler 
for tiie Nuachita, and tbe Gov. Sharkey for 
the Yazoo.
